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Applicant's clarification of the language within claims 1, 8 and 9 are persuasive with respect to the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection. 

Applicant argues the Chang reference's aluminum layers 37 and 38 itself serves as battery terminals, not electrically connected to a 
positive and negative terminal, the aluminum layers are connected to the positive and negative sheets of the battery through connectors, 
not electrically insulated from a negative or positive electrode, and does not disclose any inner adhesive layer. As pointed out by the 
Applicant, the Chang reference does teach the exposed regions of the aluminum layer serves as the positive terminal (31b) and the 
negative terminal (31a), which is electrically connected to the non-exposed remaining portions of the aluminum layer and does meet the 
limitations of the claim (2:46-60). The aluminum layer 41 is connected to the positive electrode which is electrically insulated from the 
negative electrode and the aluminum layer 44 is connected to the negative electrode which is electrically insulated from the positive 
electrode meeting the limtations of the claim. Chang discloses the aluminum foil to be coated with electrically insulating layers which 
inherently forms an adhesive layer at the interface. Furthermore an additional coating of a heat activated adhesive is provided between the 
upper and lower body which includes the aluminum layer to from a hermetically sealed assembly (2:60-65). 
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
